Subject : EXPORT AND IMPORT POLICY 1992-97 

F.No. 6/36/92-EPC.—Attention is invited to the standard Input Output and Value Addition Norms publish¬ 
ed under the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 2-lTC(PN)/92-97 dated 31-3-92. 

2. It is hereby notified that the standard input output norms covered by Entry Nos. 1 to 152 under the 
heading “ELECTRONICS” shall be applicable only to the quantity based licences issued under the Duty 
Exemption Scheme, 

3. In the statement of standard input output value addition norms and sensitive items under the heading 
“ELECTRONICS”, after the existing Entry No. 152, new Entry Nos. 153 to 237 as conained in Annexture to his 

Public Notice shall be added. These new input output norms shall apply for issue of value based advance licences 
only. 

4. Attention is also invited to paragraph 128 of the Handbook of Procedures 1992-97 relating to rcgularisation 
of default. Notwithstanding the provisions contained in the said paragraph 128, the rcgularisation of default in 
respect of licences to be issued against Entry Nos. 153 to 237 under the heading “ELECTRONICS” shall be made in 
the manner indicated below : 

(i) The national value of the imports that corresponds to be actual value of the exports achieved shall first be 
calculated in the light of the prescribed value addition norms. 

(ii) On the national value of the excess imports, i.e. the difference between the C1F value of the actual im¬ 
ports made and the national value of imports calculate under (i) above, the exporter shall be liable to pay 
customs duty at the rate of 110 % together with interest at the rate of 24 % per annum from the date 
of the first import till the date of the payment of the customs duty. 

(iii) On the shortfall in the export obligation, i.e. the difference between the export obligation that ought to have 
been fulfilled in terms of the licence and the FOB value of exports actually achieved, the exporter shall pay 
a penalty to the licensing authority equivalent to the shortfall in the export obligation multiplied by the 
prevailing exchange rate. 

The calculation of the customs duty and the penalty payable in the case of a default is illustrated in the 
example below :

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(iv) The payment of the duties mentioned above for regularisation shall be deposited within 30 days of the 
demand raised and shall be without prejudice to any other action that may be initiated by the customs 
authorities under the Customs Act, 1962 or by the competent authority under the Foreign Trade 
(Development & Regulation) Act, 1992. 

(v) The provisions of paragraphs 128 and 129 of the Hand-Book of Procedures, 1992—97 shall not be 

applicable in these cases.
